For those of you wondering how to improve accessibility of your theatre activities to 
your handicapped citizens, here's an idea from Arena Stage in Washington, DC (from an 
article in Theatre Communications Group Newsletter): "Sign language-interpreted pre- 
sentations of The Winter's Tale and Teibele and Her Demon last month kicked off Arena 
Stage's plans to increase its accessibility to the handicapped. The Washington, DC, 
based company also plans modifications of its facilities to meet guidelines set up by 
the National Endowment for the Arts. These include improved wheelchair access in all 
three performing spaces, more accessible coin telephones, water fountains and parking 
spaces, and improved signage. Detailed play synopses will be created for the hearing 
impaired and special play information sheets, describing the action and visual aspects 
of the productions, will be manufactured for visually-impaired theatre-goers, who can 
have a companion or a theatre volunteer read them aloud. | |

The Kansas Arts Commission office has technical assistance and informa- 
tion available to help you incorporate section 504 plans for your 
project. In addition,a statewide panel of people with expertise in 
making 504 accommodations has been established to advise KAC local 
grant recipients. They serve as consultants to you in your area. If 
you have questions about the regulations or you encounter difficulties 
in making accommodations for the handicapped within your. project, you 
should write or call one of these panel members to assist you. The. 
panel members can offer you useful information from a handicapped 
person's viewpoint, and common sense solutions for making accommodations 
to your project without accruing unnecessary costs. The panel members 
can also refer you to local advocate groups of handicapped persons who 
can assist you in planning 504 accommodations "on the Spot.”

In planning for modifications or accommodations made within your project to comply with Section 504, roe in mind 
that the word "HANDICAP" is very general and covers several types of handicaps.. In order to comply with 504, the 
Kansas Arts Commission suggests that your project plans include consideration of four — of ae needs. | 

These four are: 

Persons with hearing impairments. 

Persons with visual impairments. 

Persons with mental impairments. 

Persons with physical impaimments. 


A. DEFINITION: PERSONS WITH A HEARING IMPAIRMENT: This is a person who is deat or has a serious ae loss. 
_ EXAMPLES OF ACCOMMODATIONS MADE FOR PERSONS WITH HEARING IMPATRMENTS . 
1. An organization sponsoring a performing arts program, 1n notifying the public of the program, could, through 
publicity material, and through contact with organizations of the deaf, make it known that an interpreter 
is available m request and that special seating be reserved (near the interpreter in the front) at a 
performance. This organization need not make every performance available to the deaf through an interpre- 
ter ah can offer services for a designated performance, (if more than one performance is being given to the 
public 
2. An organization sponsoring a performing arts program, in notifying the public of the program through pub- 
licity material and contact with organizations of the deaf, could make it known that scripts, programs , 
and brochures are available in advance upon request for pre-reading. 
3. An organization sponsoring an art exhibit including docent tours and/or lectures ees make available 
written material so that a person with a hearing impairment can participate in going through the exhibit. 
An alternative to this is to offer a designated tour (or tours) with an interpreter. 


B. DEFINITION: PERSON WITH A VISUAL IMPAIRMENT: This is a person who is blind or has a serious loss of sight. 

EXAMPLES OF ACCOMMODATIONS MADE: ~FOR PERSONS WITH VISUAL IMPATRMENTS 

1. An organization sponsoring a performing arts program designates ‘and notifies the public through publicity 
material and contact with organization of the blind, that front row seating will be made available to sige 
visually impaired who request such seating in advance at regular ticket prices. : 

2. An organization sponsoring any type of project could make available programs, brochures, ae other written 
ene at ia accompanies the project, in braille or cassette recording upan mae (or as a regular.

3. An organization sponsoring an exhibit or event could plan the physical arrangements eilies ee objects 
in rooms), so as not to present unnecessary hazard to visually impaired persons. (This can include larger 
direction signs or signs in brighter colors.) : :

1. An organization sponsoring an art exhibit that includes docent tours and/or lectures may wish to arrange a 

tour of the exhibit with appropriate explanations and conment for the mentally impaired. This tour could be 

facilitated through local contact with advocacy organizations for the mentally impaired. 

An organization sponsoring a participatory project such as a workshop may wish to make it known through 

publicity material or contact with advocacy organizations for the mentally impaired that suitable arrange- _ 

ments could be made to extend an opportunity to participate to persons with mental impairments upon request. 

3. An organization sponsoring an exhibit or event accompanied by written material, such as brochures or pro- 
grams, may wish to make available kei pit annotated versions of the written material for persons with mental 
impairments. 3 ;

D. DEFINITION: PERSON WITH A PHYSICAL IMPAIRMENT: This is a person who is mobility impaired permanently or tempo- 
rarily. This includes persons whe use Dich cieataial crutches. or 
other ambulatory aids. 


EXAMPLES 0 OF ACCOMMODATIONS MADE FOR PERSONS WITH PHYSICAL IMPAIRMENTS. 


1. An organization sponsoring a per forming arts program with Kansas Arts Commission assistance, ina certain 
community, with the choice of using the "inaccessible" town hall or the "accessible" school auditorium for 
the program should choose the "accessible" auditorium. (Very generally speaking an "accessible" building 
for an arts program is a building that clearly presents and marks an entrance and method for a physically 
impaired person to leave his/her vehicle, enter the building and move to where the program is without en- 
countering physical barriers that impede movement. This usually includes a building with ramps, handrails, 
and handicap parking spaces near an accessible entrance. The organization, after making the choice to use 
the "accessible" building, should notify the public through publicity material that the program is being 
presented in an accessible space and that parking space is available for persons with physical inge Lemans 
as well as seating space reserved for persons in wheelchairs. 

2. An organization sponsoring an art exhibit in an inaccessible building arranges and notifies the public 
through publicity material and contact with local handicap advocacy organizations, that the exhibit or an 
alternate program will be offered in an accessible space at least once during the time the exhibit is 
available. (An alternate program could consist of all of the exhibit, part of the exhibit, slides of the 
exhibit, a lecture/demonstration of the exhibit or another program that the sponsoring exhibit with consul- 
tation of handicapped persons feels wovld be a viable alternate program to the exhibit.) | 

3. An organization sponsoring an art exhibit may simply wish to install temporary ramps and handrails or other 
aids to accommodate the physically impaired for the duration of the art exhibit is to be placed in an 
"inaccessible" building.

It has been observed that our Division has not made very much use of the services of 
AKT Executive Director, Twink Lynch. One area in which Twink could be of real service re- 
lates to the continuing need in academic circles to justify our existence and prove our 
worth. As many institutions, especially private ones, face declining enrollments and in- 
creased costs, administrators will begin to look for ways to reduce staff and reduce ex- 
penditures. It behooves us to be aware of this, as to many people cutting such "frivolity" 
as theatre would seem very logical indeed. Twink Lynch has her "act (AKT) together" when 
it comes to speaking about the necessity of theatre as part of our life. Therefore, you 
might give some thought to calling upon her to assist you in preparing yourself for possible 
onslaughts, if that is an appropriate way to put it. That is just one idea for using AKT 
resources. 


The turnout for the College auditions at this year's conference in Wichita was en- 
couraging, as it showed some increase over the past. I believe that these auditions do have 
a lot to offer, and we need to do much more to publicize them and promote them with our 
state high schools. An idea I received from Dick Welsbacher was that we collect information 
from all the universities and colleges which have scholarships and assistantships to offer. 
for theatre students, and to compile this into a comprehensive list which could be distri- 
buted to high school teachers and counselors as a way of attracting more students to audi- _ 
tions at AKT. This idea sounds very viable to me, and I will get out a letter to all insti- 
tutions on this in the future. In the meantime, please begin to think about this. matter
